Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 25.—In one of " 


the most remarkable and miraculous 
wrecks that has ever occurred on the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 54 passengers 
were more cr less injured when the , 
Pennsylvania special, the palatial IS- s 
hour train between Xew York and 
Chicago was wrecked while rounding 
a sharp curve near South Fork, six 
miles from this city. 


Of the injured passengers seven sus- 


tained serious hurts necessitating their 
removal to hospitals. They are Fred- 
erick A. Busse, postmaster of Chicago; 
John F. Kline., postmaster of Jolit, 111.; 
Felix Ismac. real estate broker. Phila- 
delphia, and Samuel F. Nixon. Phila- 
delphia, taken to the Altoona hospital. 
Thomas 
Bauer. Lafayette. Ind.; J. 


^\"ood TVilsots, Marion, Ind., and "U". H.' 
Baker. Chicago, are in the Allegheny 
General hospital at Pittsburg. 


All of the injured passengers except 


those mentioned above were sent to 
Pittsburg on the first section of the 
St. Louis express. The train was run- 
ning about 50 minutes late and was 
traveling over 50 miles an hour when 
it reached the curve. The accident was 
caused by a brake rigging dropping 
to the track on the first Pullman 
coach following the engine and com- 
bination smoking car. The great speed 
and weight ot" the train tore up the 
tracks and steel ties for a distance of 
300 feet. The engine and smoking car 
remained on the rails, but the three 
Pullman 
coaches plunged from the 


track down over a 60-foot embank- 
ment, where they rolled over and over 
onto the thick ics covering the Cone- 
maugh river. 


JIuch disorder followed the accident., 


which was greatly increased by the 
attempts of the railroad offici.ils to pre- 
vent the newspaper men from getting 
at the facts. 


In the midst of the confusion a num- 


ber of foreigners were detected plun- 
dering the Pullman cars. One was ar- 
rested and the others driven away by 
a disalay of firearms. 


Considerable jewelry and valuable 


wearing apparel will be lost as a re- 
sult, however. 


All the passengers were thankful 


and happy that 
they had 
escaped i 
death, and Rev. Edward Cope, of Phil-' 
adelphia, conducted brief services on. 
the relief train, in which he thanked 
God for their deliverance. 


The cars did not overturn

There were no 
trees or obstructions in the way to 
hinder them and they remained up- 
right until they reached the bottom. 
The first car overturned and slid along 
on its side for quite a distance. The 
second car did likewise.

Johnstown. Pa.» Feb. 25.—In one of 
the most remarkable and miraculous 
wrecks that has ever occurred on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, 54 passengers 
were more or less injured when the 
Pennsylvania special, the palatial 18- 
hour train between New York and 
Chicago was wrecked while rounding 
a sharp curve near South Fork, six 
miles from this city. 


Of the injured passengers seven sus- 
tained serious hurts necessitating their 
removal to hospitals. They are Fred- 
erick A. Busse, postmaster of Chicago; 
John ti^. Kline, postmaster of Jollt, 111.; 
Felix Isman, real estate broker, Phila- 
delphia, anct Samuel F. Nixon. Phila- 
delphia, taken to the Altoona hospital. 
Thomas 
Bauer. Lafayette, Ind.; 
J. 
Wood Wilson, Marion, Ind.. and W. H. 
Baker. Chicago, are in the Allegheny 
General hospital at Pittsburg. 


All of the Injured passengers except 
those mentioned above were sent to 
Pittsburg on the first section of the 
St. Louis express. The train was run- 
ning about 50 minutes late and was 
traveling over 50 miles an hour when 
It reached the curve. The accident was 
caused by a brake rigging dropping 
to the track on the 
first 
Pullman 
coach following the engine and com- 
bination smoking car. The great speed 
and weight of the train tore up the 
tracks and steel ties for a distance of 
300 feet. The engine and smoking car 
remained on the rails, but the three 
Pullman 
coaches plunged from the 
track down over a 60-foot embank- 
ment, where they rolled over and over 
onto the thick ice covering the Cone- 
maugh river. 


jyiuch disorder followed the accident, 
which was greatly Increased by the 
attempts of the railroad oflici,ils to pre- 
vent the newspaper men from getting 
at the facts. 


In the midst of the confusion a num- 
ber of foreigners were detected plun- 
dering the Pullman cars. One was ar- 
rested and the others driven away by 
a disulay of 
firearms. 


Considerable jewelry and

sult, however. 


All the passengers were thankful 
and happy that 
they had 
escaped 
death, and Rev. Edward Cope, of Phil- 
adelphia, conducted brief services on 
the relief train, in which he thanked 
God for their deliverance. 


The cars did not overturn

down the steep hill. 
There were no 
trees or obstructions In the way to 
hinder them and they remained up- 
right until they reached the bottom. 
The first car overturned and slid along 
on Its side for quite a distance. 
The 
second car did likewise. 
The third 
car turned over completely and had its 
top crushed dn. 
The fourth car is on 
its side. Most of the passengers on the 
train were in their berths when the 
cars left the tracks. 


The cars went through the heavy 
ice on the river, but there was so lit- 
tle water that there was no danger 
of drov/ning. The locomotive and com- 
bination car remained on the tracks.

The train was run­ 
ning about 50 minutes late and was 
traveling over 50 miles an hour when 
it reached the curve. The accident was 
caused by a brake rigging dropping 
to the track on the first Pullman 
coach following the engine and com­ 
bination smoking car. The great speed 
and weight of the train tore up the 
tracks and steel ties for a distance of 
300 feet. The engine and smoking car 
remained on the rails, but the three 
Pullman 
coaches plunged from the 
track down over a 60-foot embank­ 
ment, where they rolled over and over 
onto the thick ice covering the Cone- 
maugh river.

rocky perch, that gives the timely 
signal to be on the guard against 
molestation from a higher altitude. 


Proceeding further down the lad­ 
der of descent from those elevated 
regions, the forest line is reached, 
and the sight of the verdant foliage 
and 
shade-giving trees 
is indeed 
gladsome to the eyes of the wander­ 
er, to whom the bleak 
mountain 
slopes and the endless plain devoid 
of all vegetation has been the daily 
spectacle. 
The habitat of the black 
bear and musk deer has been en­ 
tered, and bird-life 
appears more 
numerous. 
The sportsman climbing 
the hill-side, if observant, may pos­ 
sibly become aware that he is being 
followed by a pair of large crows. 
If he be wise, he will not endeavor 
to drive them off; for they may prove 
of great utility to him. 
Perchance 
he will hear a loud cawing issue 
from a clump of thick bushes in his 
vicinity, and will perceive the birds 
dashing into the cover and creating 
a disturbance to which he may re­ 
seat; but let him have patience, and 
observe closely the 
doings of his 
noisy companions; 
presently 
from 
out the thicket 
shambles a bear, 
whose attention is so entirely occu­ 
pied by the irritating attacks of his 
Ringed tormentors, that he falls to 
notice that a far more deadly enemy 
aear at band, eager to eaeoinp«as 


the earth by the ruthless hand of 
man. 
That unwieldy behemoth, the 
hippopotamus, now fast disappearing 
from the numerous rivers, which not 
so long ago used to be frequented 
by it in considerable numbers, has 
usually a 
small bird, 
scarce six 
inches in length, in close attendance. 
This feathered creature belongs to 
the plover tribe, and has a somewhat 
sombre plumage, being brown on the 
upper parts, esd white and black 
beneath; but it is 
readily distin- 
guished by three distinctive bands 
on the throat. 
The amphibian al* 
lows this little companion to perch 
and climb about on its broad back, 
picking off the various 
parasites. 
The treble-colored plover, however, 
is useful in another way to the sea- 
cow, as the colonists term it; for 
when the slightest sign of danger 
is detected, it gives timely warning 
to the bulky quadruped. 
Another 
remarkable example of a bird acting 
in the capacity of a sentinel is to be 
found in connection with the white 
rhinoceros. 
We cannot 
do better 
than quote the manner in which H. 
Anderson Bryden alludes to it in his 
interesting book, "Nature and Sport 
in South Africa:" 


"Stupid, sleepy, short-sighted and 
easily 
approached 
as were these 
rhinoceroses in the golden days of 
South African sport, they yet had 
in addition to their own keen powers 
of soent a very constant ally 
and 
friend, too, almost always in at­ 
tendance upon its congener, the black 
rhinoceros. This was the well-known 
rhinoceros-bird, a starling that ire* 
quently accompanies 
this gigantK 
mammal, as well as buffalo and do* 
mestlc cattle, in small flocks for the 
sake of ticks and other parasites that 
infest 
them. 
They 
undoubtedly 
warn the rhinocerous when dangei 
approaches, by alighting on his head 
or back, striking him with their billi 
and uttering sharp cries—warnings 
that are never neglected. 
Many a 
dull beast has been saved in tlu 
way by the timely admonition of 
these 
feathered 
friends."— The

TEN KEitObJ^iN‘Uj KJSMAKKS 


1. Kerosene should always be han­ 
dled by daylight and away from all 
flames and fires. 
Under no circum* 
stances whatever should a lamp b« 
filled while its wick is «lighted. 


2. After filling a lamp "both the 
burner and the reservoir should al­ 
ways be carefully wiped free from oil 
films, says “Good Housekeeping^ 


3. When a lamp is not burning it 
is well to keep the wick a little below ? 
the top of the tube. 
This helps to 
prevent oil from working over upon 
the burner and reservoir. 


4. Fill your lamps as often a« they 
are used. 
Especially do not light a 
lamp* when the oil is low in the re­ 
vapor cannot do harm unless in some 
servoir. 


5. Remem’bedn& that even explosive 
way it actually comes in contact with 
a flame, never use a burner which 
fits loosely upon the rest of the lamp. 


6. Never use a wick which does 
not fit the tube «provided for it. 


7. Never blow out a kerosene flame 
downward. 
Turn down the wick a 
lititle aiud let the flanie go out ol 
itself. If you must blow it out, blow 
upward through the burner or across 
the top of the chin^ney. Both of these 
methods produce an upward draught. 


S. Always keep the kerosene can ^ 
and filler in a clean, well^ventllated 
place, where no lights ever come. 


9. If you must continue the repre­ 
hensible practice of using kerosene 
to kindle a fire do not use it directly 
from the can. 
Pour the oil you are 
to use into an open cup, away from 
the stove, and use the cup to dis­ 
tribute it. Even this is dangerous if 
any heat remains from the last fire.

Gasoline 
in the house will get into a lamp some 
time.

A Revolting Sin. 


Why Premeditated SeLf-Destruction Should Excite 


More Horror Than A.ny Other Murder. 


By Cardinal Gibbons. 


,S to its moral aspects, suicide is manifestly forbidden by the 


divine law. One of the Commandments of the Decalogue de- 
clares: "Thou shalt not kill." To make the law as 
compre- 


hensive as possible., it is not said "Thou shalt not kill thy neign- 
bor," which qualifying phrase is employed in some of the other 
Commandments; as, for instance, "Thou shalt not bear iaise 
witness against thy neighbor; thou shalt noc covet thy neigh- 


bor's house." The prohibition to kill is therefore absolute. It forbids the 
taking of human life, whether by suicide or homicide. 
There Is another Commandment which says: "Thou shalt love thy neigh- 


bor as thyself." Now, the love which we owe to our neighbor forbids us to 
slay him, and, therefore, tbe love which we owe to ourselves forbids us to 
compass our own death. 
If the law allowed us to kill ourselves, while for- 


bidding us to kill our neighbor, our love for our neighbor would not be equal, 
but superior, to our love for ourselves. 
Xay, I hold that suicide is a more revolting sin than the killing of an- 
other. 
The closer the ties of relationship between the murderer and his vic- 


tim, the more atrocious is the crime. In the estimation of mankind, a pari- 
cide, or matricide, or fratricide, or uioricide is a more shocking criminal 
than an ordinary homicide. And as a1 man has more intimate relations to 
himself than to a parent, or brother, or wife, his deliberate self-destruction 
should excite more horror than the murder of a parent, brother or wife.—

Shipping's first tast* of r«al winter 


Cor this season was felt ato&c th« At- 
lantic seaboard last we«k and evi- 
denced In disaster, accident aad de- 
lay, which overtook tho smaller craft 
of all kinds more -particularly. The 
wreck of the schooner Lncaao at 
Point Judith in a heavy northeast 
gale, whereby three aiembera of her 
crew were lost within 500 yards of 
the life-saving station, emphasises 
again the urgent need of completing 
the partially constructed breakwater 
at that point, as no protected land- 
Ing where they can launch- their boat 
has yet been provided for the life- 
savers. The breeches buoy was re- 
sorted to. but proved ineffectual to 
save any of the imperilled men. The 
Lugano was a two-masted schooner 
built at East Machias. Me., in 1867, 
of about 174 tons burden and typical 
of the hundreds of vessels of her 
class, which should have a harbor of 
refuge under their lee six months 
of the year at least. 


This loss of life is another that ca* 


be laid directly to the dilatory ac- 
tions that have been pursued at Point 
Judith; as a launching place to en- 
able the life-savers at that dangerous 
point to launch safely their boat in 
times of rough weather was one of 
the conditions that Congress demand- 
ed when It passed the act of 1902, 
reiterated It by another act of Con- 
gress dat£d March 3, 1905. Had the 
instructions of Congress been carried 
•ut the life-savers could have gone 
to the assistance of the Lugano and 
taken her entire crew off safely, as 
she was sighted early in the after- 
noon and recognized to be unmanage- 
able. It seems to be up to Congress 
to ascertain why Its mandates have 
not been carried out, and in view of 
the fatal consequences already re- 
corded and the possible repetition of 
such with every storm of the ap- 
proaching winter, to brook no further 
delay In this important matter. 


There is no reason -arhy our coast- 


wise shipping should not have all thg 
aid possible from the shore when 5* 
Is required, especially when an appro- 
priation is made annually out of the 
National Treasury for that especial 
purpose. Let the life-saving station 
at Point Judith, as well as every 
other danger point along our coast, 
be made as effective as possible, and 
that at once.—Marine Journal.

2400 pounds, or considerably over a 
ton. 
Up to the present time It has 


been discharged only five times. The 
extreme range of the piece is said to 
be twenty-one miles, but it would do 
no particular damage at that dis- 
tance. 
Its best work would prob- 


ably be limited to a range of eight or 
ten miles. The sixteen-inch gun is 
mounted on a "disappearing" car- 
riage, as are most of the heaviest 
guns employed for coast defense. 


An Idea of the appearance of the 


disappearing gun carriage can be de- 
rived from the accompanying pic- 
ture, which shows that type of 
mounting applied to a sis-inch rifle. 
As will be perceived at a glance, the 
gun is sustained by two enormous 
levers, which are hinged-at both top 
and bottom. It is thus possible tot 
the gun to occupy two positions, one 
higher than the other. After being 
fired the gun swings backward and 
downward. When it has been loaded 
it can be raised several feet without 
altering the aim. This arangement 
allows the gunners to load the piece 
while it Is out of sight behind the 
parapet, but to bring it up again for 
actual service. The gun carriage can 
be rotated so as to sweep the horizon 
from right to left, like the older form 
of artillery mounting. 


The visiting engineers saw two 


rounds fired from a six-inch rifle and 
one fromaten-inch gun. They also ex- 
amined the twelve-inch gun provided 
with a style of disappearing carriage 
unlike the others and invented by 
General Crozier, chief of the ord- 
nance bureau of the army. Explain- 
ing the wonderful advances which 
have been made in the last five years 
in practice with these guns, one of 
formerly, using two guns alternately, 
the officers present stated that where 
a shot could be fired every three 
minutes and fifty per cent, of the 
shots would be hits at a range oC 
4000 to 4500 yards, now the guns 
are shot with 100 per cent, accuracy 
at a range of 7000 yards, about four 
miles, with an average interval be- 
tween the shots of only forty-three 
seconds. 


Discovery of Xubian Manuscripts. 


While examining some sheets of

convinced the German savant, who is 
an authority on Coptic and the early 
Christian 
archaeology

Egypt, that the text was Nubian, a 
language 
which, 
although

longer spoken, is still written. 
The 


manuscripts date from the eighth 
century A. C,, and are translations 
of Christian works in which, frequent 
references to SL Paul are made. One 
manuscript is a collection of extracts 
from the New Testament, and the 
other a hymn of the cross. The Greek 
original of the hymn is not known. 
When the documents are deciphered 
philological science will be enriched 
by- the knowledge of the language 
spoken by the people of Nubia before 
the invasion of Semitic tribes, and 
the mysterious inscriptions on many 
of the Egyptian monuments may be 
read.—Scientific American.

Why Premeditated SSelf* Destruction Should Excite 
More Horror Than Any Other Murder, 


B y Cardinal Gibbons. 


S to its moral aspects, suicide is manifestly forbidden by the 
divine law. 
One of the Commandments of the Decalogue de­ 
clares: “Thou shalt not kill.” To make the law as 
compre­ 
hensive as possible, it Is not said “Thou shalt not kill thy neigU' 
bor,” which qualifying phrase is employed in some of the other 
Commandments; as, for instance, “Thou shalt not bear iaiso 
witness against thy neighbor; thou shalt not covet thy neigh­ 
bor’s house.” 
The prohibition to kill is therefore absolute. 
It forbids the 
taking of human life, whether by suicide or homicide. 


There is another Commandment which say-s: “Thou shalt love thy neigh­ 
bor as thyself.” Now, the love which we owe to our neighbor forbids us to 
elay him, and, therefore, the love which we owe to ourselves forbids us to 
compass our own death. 
If the law allowed us to ldll ourselves, while for« 
bidding us to kill our neighbor, our love for our neighbor would not be equal, 
but superior, to our love for ourselves. 


Nay, I hold that suicide is a more revolting sin than the killing of an­ 
other. 
The closer the ties of relationship between the murderer and his vic­ 
tim, the more atrocious is the crime. 
In the estimation of mankind, a pari- 
cide, or matricide, or fratricide, or uxoricide is a more shocking criminal 
than an ordinary homicide. 
And as a'm an has more intimate relations to 
himself than to a parent, or brother, or wife, his deliberate self-destruction 
should excite more horror than the murder of a parent, brother or wife.—

Long Ranges and Improved Accuracy 


of Fire* 


A /,*'W weeks ago the American So­ 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers was 
invited to follow up Its session in this 
city by a visit to Sandy Hook, where 
tho United tSates Government has a 
fort for the permanent defense of the 
harbor of New York, and also special 
grounds for tho testing of new can­ 
non. The party included six hundred 
members. 
Though the visitors were 
not permitted to learn certain secrets 
of the War Department relative to 
the protection of the country from a 
foreign foe, they had a good chance 
to seo some of the guns which would 
be employed in emergencies. 


Much tho largest cannon ever built 
for tho United States has a calibre 
of sixteen inches, 
This was not fired 
for the visiting engineers, but they 
had a good look at it. 
The monster 
'takes a charge of 640 pounds of pow­ 
der and throws a projectile weighing 
2400 pounds, or considerably over a 
ton. 
Up to tho present time It ha« 
been discharged only five times. The 
extreme range of the piece Is said to 
be twenty-one miles, but it would do 
no particular damage at that dis­ 
tance. 
Its best work would prob» 
ably be limited to a range of eight or 
ten miles. 
The sixteen-inch gun is 
mounted on a “disappearing” car­ 
riage, as are most of the heaviest 
guns employed for coast defense. 


An idea of tho appearance of the 
disappearing gun carriage can be de­ 
rived from the accompanying pic­ 
ture, which 
shows 
that type 
of 
mounting applied to a six-inch rifle. 
As will be perceived at a glance, the 
gun is sustained by two enormous 
levers, which are hlnged*at both top 
and bottom. 
It is thus possible tot 
the gun to occupy two positions, one 
hlghor than the other. 
After being 
fired tho gun swings backward and 
downward. When it has been loaded 
it can be raised several feet without 
altering the aim. 
This arangement 
allows the gunners to load tho piece 
while it is out of sight behind tha 
parapet, but to bring it up again for 
actual service. The gun carriage can 
be rotated so as to sweep the horizon 
from right to left, like the older form 
of artillery mounting.

Antnrrtic Oconn to doter- 
niine certain points ot the 
Southern 
Continent, the most cheerless and in- 
hospitable of all lands. 
The 
vessel 
touched at Capo Town late in Novem- 
ber, and a few weeks laler again set 
sail. 
^ 


Among the brig's compan;,- were two 
midshipmen, Harry P^u'ness from Bris- 
tol and Rirbnrd 
Scoresby of 
Llver- 
poi. who bad been togetbor in the ser- 
vice for two years, and bad become 
close friends. 


The 
Eudocia 
riitbted 
Kerguelen 
Island, and slightly altering ber course, 
kept due sonlb for several days. 
On 
January 14 land, or rather the glaciers 
that fringed it. came into view upon 
the southern horizon. 


The ship ran for three days along a 
sheer wall of ice, from one hundred to 
two hundred feet in height, tbrougU a 
sea filled with floating bergs and floes 
Altboiigli it was the Antarctic summer 
snow-squalls wore frequent and 
the 
;\vind was a t times piercinirly cold. 


On tbe movLing of tbe 18tb a column 
of black smoke w a s sighted above tbe 
ice-cliffs far to tbe west, ' n d as the 
vessel approached, this was seen 
to 
'bo issuing from an active volcano, a 
strange spectacle in that land of ice 
and snow. 


It was decided to effect a landing, if 
possible, and ascertain tbe height of 
the peak. Upon the coast, 3:'0t far from 
the base of the mountain, two ice pro- 
inontori'^s stretched r u t on each side 
of a natural 
basin, almost 
circular, 
Avitli a n opening 
about 
a 
hundred 
yards wide alfording an entrance from 
the sea. 
The cliff ^ t this point w a s 
considerably lower than elsewhere, and 
black volcanic rocks and rayines were 
visible along its front. 


A boat was sent ahead to examine 
this harbor and to make 
soundings; 
and as a result of its report, the ICu- 
docia Avas soon riding snugly at anchor 
upon the sheltered expanse. 
At the 
head of the little bay Avas a beach of 
volcanic debris, with a ravine leading 
up to the tableland above. 
Beyond, 
the smoking cone of the mountain rose 
over a disligured region o1! blackened 
ice and snow. 
Streams of water, melt- 
ed by the heat, were running down 
the cliffs. 


Furness and Scoresby were detailed 
to go ashore with a boat's crew, to 
make observations, examine the sur- 
face of the plateau and determine the 
height of the peak. 
The service was 
one involving no little fatigue and even 
a considerable degree of danger, for an 
ice-field at the base 
of 
a 
volcanic 
mountain was likely to be seamed with 
crevasses and filled with hidden pit- 
falls. 
The young ofliccrs-were, how- 
ever, much elated at the prospect of 
exploring an xmknown land, 


A f e w strokes of the oars brought 
their boat to the beach of 
volcanic 
rock and ashes. 
The boys landed, tak- 
ing their surveying instruments 
and 
tAVO of the boat's crew. 
But the men 
were wholly unable to keep up with the 
nimble youths, so they were sent back 
to the shore, whence a boat took them 
off to the ship. 


After a hard scramble up a steep 
gorge, over black boulders and slip- 
pery ice, in full sight of tbe Eudocla, 
the boys gained the summit of 
the 
cliffs. From this point a gradual slope 
of rock and ice extended upward to the 
base of the mountain, half a mile dis- 
tant, 


Toward 
this the 
boys now 
made 
their way, but with considerable dif- 
ficulty. 
The slope t h a t had appeared 
so smooth from a distance proved, on 
closer approach, to be a broken coun- 
try, guttered with deep 
fissures 
and 
ravines, from some of which 
smoke 
aiid steam were rising. There Avas also 
perceptible a slight tremor of the earth 
and an occasional rumbling. 


At last, after m: ch labor and fa- 
tigue, the two explorers loaclied a long, 
3)arrow stretch of fairly level surface, 
parallel to the babe of the mountain.

like dull red serpents, and entering it 
with a hissing that could be heard for 
miles. 


The short polar night soon passed, 
and as morning came every eye on the 
vessel was turned toward the shore to 
detect, if possible, some signs of life. 
The force of the eruption, however, 
Avas still unspent, and it w a s not safe 
to approach very near the coast. 
The 
brig was compelled to pass that day 
cruising to and fro in anxious doubt. 


Another night came, and with it A 
strong Avind from the north, 
which 
drove the smoke back upon the land, 
and once more revealed the outline of 
the coast. 
When the second morning 
dawned the aspect of the shore w a s 
changed. 


The long white wall w a s seamed and 
guttered with deep raAines, and black 
streams of lava and rugged slopes of 
rock showed here and th^re. The little 
harbor in which they had lain w a s 
gone, 
Scattereil 
along 
the 
broken 
coast line rose columns of hissing, roar- 
ing steam, but the force of the volcano 
AA-as spent. 
No stones were falling 
and the floAA'' of lava had almost ceased. 


Hardly daring to hope that his mid* 
dies were alive, Captain Lambe drew 
in again toward the shore. 
¿Suddenly 
tlie lookout in the foretop gave a shout. 


At the foot of an overhanging cliff 
Richard Scoresby rose from the ground 
wildly Avaving a short jacket. 
Beside 
him Avas seen Harry Furness, striving 
to rise to his feet. 
A cheer went up 
from the brig, for it Avas apparent that 
both boys Avere safe. 
They had spent

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Subject: GtAft, Ancient und Moaem. 
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Brooklyn, N. Y.-Dr. Reose F. Alsop, 
roctor of St.

t)roaohed Suuday ruornlni: on "Graft, 
Aucleut and Modoru." 
His text was 
from Luke xix:8: '*Bebold. Lord, tbe 
half of my goods I give to tlie poor, 
and if I Iiave taken anything from 
any man by false accusation, I restore 
him fourfold." 
Dr. Alsop said: 


We bave in tbese days a curious use 
of tbe word graft. 
Probably tbe gar- 
dener would find it a little bard to un- 
lerstand bow it came to bave tbe mean- 
ln>? that it bas, yet it ought not to be 
difficult to explain. 
He sets into some 
plant a bud or a twig, and by and by 
It grows into tbe plant. 
Then it lives 
to a certain extent Its own life, bears 
Its own fruit, drawing tbe while sap, 
nourishment, vitality, from the plant 
Into which it bas been grafted. 
It be- 
comes, therefore, the figure of a thing 
that draws that something else witli 
(Which it ia connected, that which it 
usoa for its own purpose. 
S6 the babit 
of drawing off for private uses some- 
thing that renlly belongs to some one 
else.wbetber it be a «overnment, 
a 
department, or an individual, bas come 
to be called graft. 
The use of the 
word is peculiar to our own times. 
The thing which the word indicates is, 
alas! as old as history. 
Something like 
it we find in the story of bim who 
claims our attention this morning. 


Two or three things come out In our 
study of Zacchaeus. 


First—He was In a dangerous em- 
ployment. 
It surrounded 
bim 
with 
temptations. 
Its usual standard of 
action was low. 
Its prevailing iiabit 
.was one of wrong doing, 
it was a 
course of life in which every day one 
could see opportunities of getting gain 
and take them. 
Both insiders and out- 
, aiders took for granted a certain meas- 
ure of pilfering. 


Mr. Jerome bas lately been holding 
up to the ridicule of the public 
the 
claim that there is such a thing as 
honest graft, by which is meant op- 
portunities which come to insiders to 
take advantage of their knowledge and 
of others' ignorance to make great 
|)rofits. The employment of Zacchaeus 
ii:ave such opportunities, and men like 
lilm were expected to gather In con- 
fitantly what was called perquisites of 
their position. 
Just as a customs in- 
pppctor is suppc-.:cl to look for and to 
fWTiit for a fee, or as a policeman who 
!bas a district lilce the Tenderloin, is 
jsupposed to be waiting and ready 
for bribes. 
We bave men who bave 
ehbwn a good deal of this spirit. 
We 
liave liad those who call themselves 
statesmen in New \ork who were in 
Ijolltlcs by their own confession not 
for their health, but for their pocket 
all the time. 
Zaccbaeu», we are told, 
.was chief of the publicans, and be 
seems to bave illustrated the spirit 
ppvhlch is apt to prevail in a bated and 
proscribed business, namely, that of 
avenging itself 
upon the public 
by 
making the public pay. 


yecondl}--—It would appear that be 
had used die opportunities which bis 
position 
gave 
bim. 
'I'ax 
collecting 
proper does not bring a man a large 
fortune. 
The income is usually grad- 
ed to give bim merely a moderate liv- 
ing. 
But Zacchaeus 
bad 
not 
been 
content with that. 
There are thou- 
sands of people all through our land 
iwbo bave the rare faculty of growing 
rich in a few years on a very small 
salary. 
i>len like Beavers, 
senators 
iWho have been indicted and convicted 
of land frauds, judges- 
'bo have used 
appointments 
for 
personal 
reasons. 
These things which we know of in our 
day should give some insight into tbe 
methods in Jericho of old. 
was a 
,cas-e of "high finance," of a constant 
'*rake oft" in tbe year of our Lord 29. 
It was graft nearly twenty centuries 
t»efore the word c a ^ e to bave its pres- 
ent connotation. And so Zeccbaeus' be- 
came rich—notoriously rich. 
He was 
probably like some QL our high finan- 
ciers of to-day. 
He had a flue bous« 
«nd garden and establishment, so that 
as men passed it they pointed to it 
and said, ''There lives tbe richest man 
In the city." 


Third—Still, in spite ot his prosper- 
' ity, be was in bad odor. Tbe community 
will stand a good deal, but there oomes 
a 
time 'yhen even tbe glamour of 
wealth cannot bide a man's true char- 
acter—when his success can no longer 
blind men's eyes, when bis splendor 
becomes an offense that cries to high 
heaven. 
Tiiere are houses and esUiD- 
Uahments in our day that make men 
g^nash their teeth, that stand in the 
pommunity as an exhibition of what 
fraud and trickery and legal stealing 
and breach of -trust can do. 
Witb 
wealth honestly earned and nobly used, 
the legitimate reward of real service 
to the community, there is and should 
be no quarrel; 
but witb ill gotten 
gains, gains got at the expense of the 
community, gains which areinot the pay 
of honest work, of brain, of body, but 
tbe loot of cunning, of fraud, tbe booty 
filched by the strong or the clever, or 
the high placed from tbe weak, or 
foolish, or lowly; witb such wealth 
there Is and ought to be a quarrel eter- 
aal. 
And so it was witii Zaccbaeus. 
As the people of Jericho passed his 
gates it was witb a sneer, perhaps a 
curse. 
He is rich; yes, but be is a 
ginner; his glory is bis shame. 
Hi» 
splendor is the measure of his turpi- 
tude, he bas made bis pile, but it is 
the result of extortion and false accu- 
sations. 
He is not only a renegade, in 
lhat he is a publican, and tbe chief of 
them, but be is a standing, 
living 
monument 
of 
what 
conscienceless 
greed can make of a man. 


Fourth—Now, with this Judgment of 
bis 
fellow citizens, Jeeus 
seems to 
agree, for when the people protest 
against His being this 
man's> gue$t 


Jesus says: 
''The Sou of man is com© 
to se&k and to save that'which was 
lost." 
That word "lost" 
gc^ms to 
concede tbe justice of 
tbe 
people's 
judgment 
Zacphaeus is a 
sou 
of 
¿\.braham. Indeed; tbr.t is, one ot ibe 
rbosen people. 
But be Is none tbe 
less a lo^t man needing to be sought 
bnd saved. 


Now, if that was bis true character; 
If the Jerlcboan estimate of him was 
t^orrect^ bow are we to understand tbe 
words: "Behold, Lord, the half of toy 
goods I give to the poor; and if I bave 
takeh anything from any man by fal«» 
accusation, I restore bim 
fourfold.'' 
How can a man who shows such gen- 
erosity to the poor; who restores four- 
fold to ad whom bo bas Injured, be so 
bad? 
Have the people, and bas Jesus 
mistaken bis character? 
Is be a mis- 
Judged and uuapprecintod man? 


Not so do I read the story. 
The 
•words which we are thinking of are 
not meant to describe hi«? past, but liis 
future. 
They do not set forth what 
has been his babit, bis manner of liv- 
ing; th^ey are the announcement of a 
suddenly formed purpose. 
And that 
purpose, as we shall see presently, is 
the natural reaction from what have 
been up to this- time tbe motive and 
method of his life. 


Though be bas done all these bad 
things, justly won tbe odium that be 
enjoys, none the loss jesus sees in bim 
possihPities of amendment a;iid nobil- 
ity and calls him down from the tree 
on •which he has perched himself to 
become bis guest. 
This condesoention 
involves an Interview and an influx of 
the personality of Jesus upon his soul. 
This brings about a tremendous revul- 
sion. 
Tbe revulsion nK.y perhaps be 
the end of a long, slow process. Has 
be not found that bis riches after all 
did not pa'' him for tbe loss of bis own 
peace of mluu aud f- • the bate of the 
community in -wbicb 1 e lives, for tbe 
soom of a whole city? 
Has he not 
found that after all bis wealth did not 
satisfy or make bim happy? 
That II- 
sin ot its acquisition was like a canker 
at Its heart? 


iMore than this, when the light comes 
it brings out the dark lines. 
Like n 
flash 
of lightning, 
the 
presence 
of 
C'hrist illuminates his past; and just as 
Peter, when be realized the divinity 
of bis Lord, crioil: 
''Depart from me. 
for I am- 
sinful man, O Lord," so 
Zacchaeus feels all at once the enor- 
mity of bis sin. 
It stands up in strong 
relief against what bas been bis mas- 
ter passion, bis greed. 
In an instant 
he sees tiie turpitude, the ugliness of 
what he has been doing. 
What be bas 
aeen before dimly is now emphasized, 
stands before his mind in clear, strong 
lines. 
He is In the light and all at 
once a mighty resolve seizes liim. 
He 
will break with bis past, will give up 
bis besetting sin; yea. will vrith all his 
might battle with it. Just as in Ephe- 
sus, among tbe converts of Paul, those 
who had been dabbling witb magic 
brought their books to burn; just as a 
drunkard knows that if be is to follow 
Christ be must dash the cup forever 
from his lips, so Zacchaeus forms and 
announces bis ijurpoae to break with 
his greed. 
This resolve includes two things. 
First—Generosity. 
"Behold, 
Lord, 
the half of my goods, of my income, 
I give to tue poor." 


Notice the proportion, 
Mosos asked 
at least one-tenth. 
Add to that de- 
mands for public i^iquirements and a 
fifth 
was reached. 
This man says 
'^half." 
Compare that with the gifts 
of some of our notoriously rich men 
to-day. 
Very few attain to the mark 
of this converted publican. 
A man 
who died the other day ieft an estate 
of some $7.50().OOIK), of which $100,00ti 
was bequeathed to charity, and the 
newspaper spoke of a large amount 
being bequeathed for charitable be- 
quests. 
One hundred thousand dollars 
out of $7,500,<XM) Is a very small pro- 
Ijortion. 
Let us hope that during bis 
life time the 
man did better than 
that. 
There was something exti^aor-

He proposes to deal with bis 
babit by a heroic treatment. 
"I will 
restore fourfold." 
As b j carries out 
that purpose, imagine, if you can, the 
effect upon those, who in the past, 
bad bad bitter and exasperating exper- 
iences with bini. 
Should the like be 
done to-day, what a stirring up there 
would be. 
What a change of places 
between the rich and tbe poor. 
What 
vast swellings of the conscience fund 
of the government! 
What thousands, 
perhaps millions of 
acres

land would be returned to government 
control. 
What

there 
would be of exhorbitant freights. How 
many policy holders would be made 
glad. 
How many crushed out Arms 
would be resuscitated.

old son of Patrolman Weaver, at an ear­ 
ly hour this morning. Snyder who has 
been nm ricd for a nuhtber of years for 
some time has been suspicious of his 
wife’s conduct. His work requires him 
to be absent from home during the night, 
but last night lie thought he would ascer­ 
tain whether he was misjudging his wife, 
and concluded to drop in unexpectedly 
at his home. When he rcsched the house 
ho listened and heard voices of others 
besides those of his family 
He opened 
the* door and rushed into the room. 
There ho discovered weaver. Snyder 
drew his revolver and proceeded to fire 
and several of the bullets took effect in 
the back of Weaver’s head. Weaver fled 
from the house with Snyder pursuing 
him, In the meantime, Mrs. Snyder es­ 
caped aud found refuge in a neighbor’s 
house. « Weaver ran about fifty yards in 
his stocking feet and without hat ot coat, 
then fell over in the field from exhaus­ 
tion and loss of blood. Snyder, after the 
shooting, came to this city and w’cnt to 
the vardmaster of the P. R. R. where he 
gave up his ke}’S. He then came to po­ 
lice headquarters and surrendered him­ 
self to the authorities. Sergeant Brenner 
dispatched Roundsmen Gotwalt a n d 
Deputy Kain to the sccne of the tragedy. 
Arriving there, repeated calls brought 
fourth no response. They proceeded to 
make a search of the premises and they 
found yoang Weaver lying In the snow 
in a field about fifty yards from the 
house. lie was unconscious and bleed­ 
ing from several wounds in the head. 
The body was almost stiffened from ex 
posurc to the cold. The policemen pick­ 
ed up the wounded man and brought him 
to the York Hospital where he died at 
10:80 o’clock this morning.

Cold Air About Equator. 


At the international conference on 


scientific aeronauts, held recently in 
Milan, Mons. Teisserenc de Bort pre- 
sented some interesting results of the 
expedition to the equatorial regions 
of the Atlantic organized by himself 
and Lawrence Rotch. 
Contrary to 


expectation, he said, they had found 
far lower temperatures in the upper 
air above the equator than at cor- 
responding elevations in temperate 
latitudes. 
At the equator the temp- 


erature goes on decreasing up to the 
greatest elevations attained by kites 
and balloons. At the height of eight 
to eight and one-half miles tempera- 
tures were recorded as low as minus 
SO degrees Centigrade, or 112 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
below 
zero.—Philadel- 


phia Record.

been married for a nuhiber of years for 
some time has been suspicions of his 
wife's conduct. 
His work requires him 
to be absent from homo during the night, 
but last night he thought he would a?cer- 
tain whether he was misjudging his wife, 
and concludcd to dr<»p in unexpectedly 
at his home. When he readied the house

They attacked a safe cleverly, from 
a scientific standpoint, and it had to 
be a pretty good one to resist them. 
They used tools, only, 
and 
didn't 
dream of ‘kickinig) in' a safe with nitro 
or dj-nam

Palmer 
is mighty good at tk \n itro , too, for 
in his last job he crafeked the safe 
without breaJklng a glasà case that 
rested on it/' 


Perhaps three of the bVst known 
safe robbers are, the PalmeV referred 
to-above; his brother, “AuWie,” and 
"Kid” McManus. The two lasit named 
are at present 
In 
Canada,S in the 
Kingston penitentiary for a safe rob­ 
bery in Ottaiwa in October, r0Ol. Mc­ 
Manus’s sentence was eight yjears. 


Palmer, or George SmithJ as he 
sometimes calls himself, was fmr years 
the terror of the New York •'police. 
He is now fifty-three years olfr. but 
looks forty-five. He was first convict­ 
ed in 1S76, and was sentenced^ to 
three years for a burglary here. 
In 
1884 he robbed a hardware store of 
$800 r worth of cutlery, for which he, 
served four years. Next, in 1S92, aid­ 
ed ‘by his brother “Augie,” he robbed 
two safes on Amsterdam avenue, and 
was sent away for ten years. 
Her­ 
man's last previous arrest was- in 
1900/ when he defeated an effort to 
take him to Baltimore, where , the po­ 
lice wanted him for a safe robbery. 
Three or four years ago the police 
here arrested him about once a week 
regularly on suspicion. 


McManus was a 'bartender 'back in 
the eighties. 
He 
was first 
photo­ 
graphed for the Rogues' Gallery in 
1S83, »when he was twen{y4hree years 
old, and a most in>teresling collection 
of his photographs may be seen in 
Inspector M cdusky’s office. 
They 
range from the picture of a rmooth- 
faced youngster to that of a gross, 
hard-visaged man of middle age. Ev­ 
ery picture has his pedigree on the 
re\erse, ar.d all tell of his indelible 
’.rks of identification—"J. M„” in a 
wreath tottooed on his right arm, and 
the blue powder marks on his left 
forearm and right hand. 


Starting 
with 
grand larceny in 
1883, McManus was next heard of in 
1888, when he cracked 
a safe 
in 
Bridgeport, and was sentenced to four 
years In prison. 
In 1895, along with 
“Jack” 
Welch, 
“Kid” went to St. 
Louis looking for business, but he was 
arrested before he accomplished any­ 
thing, and as he had his safe-break- 
ing tools iwith him he was sent to the 
penitentiary for 
six 
months. 
Two 
years later he and '^Brooklyn Johnny" 
committed burglary in Syracuse, but 
they sot off. In 1900 “Kid” and some 
of his kind went abroad. He was ar­ 
rested in Paris during the Exposition, 
and 
again 
in 
Guernsey, England, 
where he tried to rob a post office, 
but luck still attended him and he 
was not convicted. 
On his return he 
went to Canada, where the authorities 
will keep him for several years more. 


William Vosbung, "Old Bill” to the 
police, died a few days ago on the up­ 
per East Side. 
Vosburg «was very 
near the seventy year mark when he 
died. 
During the last eight years he 
led an honest life, but for half a 
century hs led a crooked one. As a 
bank sneak he had no equal. During 
his career he stole over $2,000,000. 
He died a poor man.—New York Post.

Cranium Found of a More Recent 
Type Than That of the Neander­ 
thal Man. 


Authorities disagree as to the first 
appearance of a higher type of man, 
typified by the 'Galley Hill” and oth­ 
er skulls. It Is claimed ‘by come an­ 
thropologists that 
some 
of 
these 
skulls are found In the older Paleo­ 
lithic period, even below» the Nean­ 
derthal skull, although it is admitted 
by all that they are of a higher stage 
of development, or of a more recent 
type, than the Neanderthal man. The 
"Gibraltar tfkull,” which is somewhat 
more advanced thau the Neanderthal 
type, is believed to be of the same 
(Moustierien) age. It is, in my judg­ 
ment, improbable that the Neander­ 
thal man stands in the direct line of 
the development of the higher races 
of man. 
I regard him rather as a 
persistent primitive type, and there 
1», moreover, a general consensus of 
opinion that this undoubted Paleo­ 
lithic tyipe in Europe did not gradual­ 
ly evolve into the Neolithic type, but 
that the Neolithic, man came from

the Innumerable dogs were fighting; 
the squaws were chattering as they 
prepared the evening meal; the men 
were attending to the horses; the 
children ^were racing and laughing. 
An old Texan was talking to the mis- 
sionary, who was intensely interested 
in the story. 


"I've seen the time when we gave 
the Coramanches bullets instead of 
Bibles," he said. 
"It was in the war 
of the early seventies. 
I was one 
of the Texan rangers, and we fought 
the Commanches to the finish. We 
fought them out of Texas, and then 
the troops did them up at McClellan's 
Creek, in the Territory, Commanches 
could fight in those days. 
I saw 
some brave Indians die, one old chief 
in particular. 
I always feel sorry 
when I think of it. 


"We Texans were fighting bur own 
war 
with 
the Commanches. 
The 
troops were in the Territory, chasing 
the 'Staked Plains' band of Com- 
manches; but we stayed in Texas, 
and fought Commanches and Kiowas 
wherever we found them. 
Well, one 
day we found them too thick. 
About 
twenty of us got cut off, and had to 
take to the buttes to save our horses. 
We kept the redskins off until we 
reached the butte. and leaving our 
horses there, we rushed back a long 
gun-range from them, and then lay 
down in the tall grass and kept the 
Indians off with our rifles until help 
came. 
This saved our horses, and 
fortunately we lost only two men. 


"The 
Commanches 
would ride 
within range and fire upon us, but 
we could shoot from a perfect rest; 
and we emptied many saddles. 


"One Commanche had white hair, 
and when he would whirl his horse 
round and come riding low, with his 
gun ready 
to shoot, the 
rangers 
would call to each other, 'Look out 
for . old 
granddaddy! 
He 
shoots 
close!' 
There was something un- 
natural about the old Indian's rid- 
ing, and Jack Jefferson, who was 
shooting next to me, said, with a 
laugh, 'The old buck is so stiff that 
he can't ride slick.' 


"One time the old man came on 
little too far.

And sure enough, he was running 
straight for us, low and swift, over

crouched with our rifles ready In 
case the Indian should rise again. 
But no Indian showed up, and the 
horse lay perfectly still.

The Real Good Ónes Are Few In Num- 
ber and Mostly in Jail—Death of a 
Famous Bank Sneak Thief. 
"Times have changed," 
said 
the 
old detective, when some one referred 
to tho arrest of 
•'Dutch 
Herman" 
Palmer, one of the most expert safe- 
breakers known to the police. "The 
Idea of Herman being caught for a 
$200 Job! He*s a good man in his 
line, but we haven't many left. Fif- 
teen years ago it took our 'best work 
to fight such men and even in '9G. 
and '97 they made lots of work for 
us. Why, it was only seven or eight 
years ago that four safes were 'kick- 
ed open' In a restaurant on Park Row 
In one night. Now, tlie good safe- 
crackers'are few, and mostly in jail. 
Right here in New York I couldn't 
go out to-day and pick up more than 
three or four good men. 
' 
"Palmer claims he has been honest 
for the last four or five years, but I 
doutbt it. Those fellows don't 
save 
anytihing. Look at 'Jimmy' Hope, one 
of the best of tho old-time safecrack- 
ers. 
His son supports h'lm, and has 
for years. 
The old gang weren't me- 
chanics. either, like thei new 
men. 
They attacked a safe cleverly, from 
a scientific standpoint, and it had to 
be a pretty good one to resist them. 
They used tools, only, 
and 
didn't 
dream of 'kickinig! in' a safe with nitro 
or djuamit^^^^But, then, I suppose 
t h ^ o M way toolc TOO long. 
Palmer 
is 'mighty good at 
nitro, too, for 
in his last Job he cräfeked tho safe 
without breaJking a glas^ case that 
rested on it/' 


Perhaps three of the b^st known 
safe robbers are, the í*almeV referred 
to-above; his brother, "AuWie." and 
''Kid" McManus. The two last named 
are at present 
in 
Canada,S in 
the 
Kingston penitentiary for a safe rob- 
bery in Ottaiwa in October, TOOl. Mc- 
Mamis's sentence was eight yjears. 


Palmer, or George Sm-Ithj as 
he 
sometimes calls himself, was w 
years 
the terror of the New York^police. 
He is now 
fifty-three 
years 
but 
looks forty-five. He was first convict- 
ed in 1S76, and was sentencedj^ to 
three years for a burglary here. 
In 
1884 he robbed a hardware store of 
$800 -worth of cutlery, for whioh he, 
served four years. 
Next, in 1892, aid- 
ed by his brother "Angle," he robbed 
two safes on Amsterdam avenue, and 
was sent away for ten years. 
Her- 
ffnan's 
last previous arrest 
was 
in 
1900,' when he defeated an effort to 
take him to Baltimore, where -the po- 
lice wanted him for a safe robbery." 
Three or four years ago the police 
here arrested him about once a week 
regularly on suspicion. 


McManus was a bartender back in 
the eighties. 
He 
was 
first 
photo- 
graphed for the Rogues' Gallery in 
1883, 'When he was tweniy-'three years 
old, and a most in-teresling collection 
of his photographs may be seen in 
Inspector McOIusky's 
ofñce. 
They 
range fVom the picture of a rmooth- 
faced youngster to üiat of a gross, 
hard-visaged man of middle age. Ev- 
ery picture has his pedigree on Ihe 
re\erse, ar.d all tell of his indelible 
•rlis of identification—''J, M.," in a 
wreath tottooed on his right arm, and 
the blue powder marks on his left 
forearm and right hand. 


Starting 
with 
grand larceny 
In 
1883, McManus was next heard of in 
1888, 
wihen <he cracked 
a safe 
In 
Bridgeport, and was sentenced to four 
years In prison. 
In 1895; along with 
"Jack" 
Welch, 
"Kid" went to St. 
Louis looking for business, but he was 
arrested before he accomplished any- 
thing, and as he had his safe-break- 
ing tools iwlth him he was sent to the 
penitentiary for 
six 
months. 
Two 
years later he and 'Brooklyn Johnny" 
committed burglary in Syracuse, but 
they got off. In 1900 "Kid" and some 
of his kind went abroad. 
He was ar- 
rested in Paris during the Exposition, 
and 
again 
in 
Guernsey, England, 
where he tried to rob a post oiflce, 
but luck still attended him and he 
was not convicted. 
On his return he 
went to Canada, where the authorities 
will keep him for several years more. 


WiUlam Vosbung, "Old Bill" to the 
police, died a few days ago on the up- 
per East Side, 
Vosburg 'was 
very 
near the seventy year mark when he 
died. 
During the last eight years he 
led an honest life, but for half 
a 
century ixQ led a crooked one. 
As a 
bank sneak he had no equal. During 
his career he stole over 12,000.000, 
He died^ a poor man.—Wew York Post.

BkU'lls are found In the older Paleo- 
lithic period, even below» the Nean- 
derthal skiull, although it is admitted 
by all that they are of a higher stage 
of development, or of a more recent 
type, than the Neanderthal man. The 
"Gibraltax 0kull," which is somewhat 
more advanced tha^i the Neanderthal 
type. Is believed to be of the eame 
(Moustlerien) age. 
It is, In my ^udg- 
ment^ improbable that the Neander- 
thal man stands in the direct line of 
the dovelopment of the higlier races 
of man.
